Wan a maker, Mo*., 
March I.—The 
bodies of 
14-year-old 
Grace Barton 
and Clive Hill, 21 years old, who mur­ 
dered her and then took his own life, 
were buried today. 
The body of tile Barton girl was 
taken to Marshall and laid to rest in 
Ridge Park 
cemetery, 
after funeral 
services were conducted at the Pres­ 
byterian church there. 
HilTs bo dy , was 
interred in the 
Witcher burying ground, on tile J e r­ 
ome Younger farm, where the double 
tragedy took place. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
terrible 
tragedy was discovered Saturday af­ 
ternoon, the bodies of the man and 
girl, were moved to their respective 
homes, and Dr. Connell, of Marshall, 
coroner of Saline county’, was noti­ 
fied. 
The coroner visited 
Hie scene of 
the crime Sunday morning. 
He ex­ 
amined the weapon with which lite 
murder and 
suicide 
was committed, 
questioned some 
of 
the 
neighbors 
and decided an inquest w as un nec­ 
essary. The coroner did not examine 
the bodies of the murdered girl and 
her "slayer, on the grounds that no 
good could come of the examination,J 
since Hie principals 
in 
Hie .terrible 
affair were dead 
and 
there having 
been no witness to the tragedy. 
This community has been shocked 
to the deidhs by the murder and sui­ 
cide, winch has been the sole topic 
of conversfittpn since its enactment. 
The aged parents of the nian and 
Ii is victim 
are 
bowed 
down with 
grief, and none of the members of 
either family seem able to ascribe a 
motive for ihe awful crime. 
Grace Barton, the victim, leaves a 
father and mother, 
a 
brother and 
sister, Wilburn and Miss Mallei, at 
home, and a married sister. Mrs. Jane 
Adams, of the Napton neighborhood. 
Clive Hill, tile murderer 
and sui­ 
cide, leaves a 
father 
and mother, 
hoi Ii past middle age. Ile also leaves 
a sister, Mrs. Maud 
Lee, 
and four 
brothers, Albert, Henry, Samuel and 
Robert Hill, who live In or year Se­ 
dalia.
